How does one come to th,e 
place of obedience? To an¬ 
swer this question' we might 
as w'ell ask the opposite 
question. How does one come 
to disobedience? It is 
through pride within man 
that leads him to disobedi¬ 
ence. As man exhaults him- 
.self to the position of God, 
the God of his own life and 
cor.siders his own will of 
greatest importance, then he 
breaks with God and goes 
his own way. 

Tho same is true of a man 
and' his relationship to the 
laws of his community. 
When does a man break the 
speed limit? When he con¬ 
siders ills own purposes to 
be of greater importance 
than the law set down by 
the City Council. And when 
he exhaults his own think¬ 
ing above the thinking of 
the magistrates of his com¬ 
munity, then he goes against 
the laws of his community. 

Now the reverse is also 
true, when a man is willing 
to take his rightful place 
before God, when a man is 
willing to take his rightful 
place in the community. In 
other words, when a man 
humbles himself, then he is 
in a position to bo obedient; 
then he is in a position to 
be law-abiding. And .so it is 
with the Lord. As we hum¬ 
ble our.selves before God, 
then we can become obe¬ 
dient. Jesus himself was 
obedient to his Father, 
through humility. Paul tells 
.us in Philippians, chapter 2, 
CQ’i'cerning C h r i .s t, "He 
humbled himself and be¬ 
came obedient unto death, 
even the death of the cross.”

He closed his address by 
stressing the need for im¬ 
proved narcotics education 
and preventive techniques. 


District Attorney Joseph P. 
Busch a.nnounced' at a re¬ 
cent meeting in Tijuana, 
B.C., that he is developing 
a special narcotics unit 
which he said would be the 
"most comprehensive ever 
put together by a prosecu¬ 
tor.” 


“Tlie narcotics agents on- 
the street were talking 
about LSD long before it 
showed up iji the statistics. 
The same applies to many 
pills of the dangerous drug 
type. Yet, •u.ntll the statistics 
painted tlie picture, ma.ny 
enforcom e ,iv t agencies 
couldn’t tell LSD from 
mayonnaise or amphe t a - 
mines from aspirins.” 

Busch stated that by cre¬ 
ating this special u.nit he 
will be able to “find out 
what the problems are .now. 
I don’t want a two-year lag 
in respon.se.” 

This unit, according to the 
district attorney, “will study 
every case as it proceeds 
through the system, deter¬ 
mine trends i.n drug use, 
pinpoint effective enforce¬ 
ment techniques, find the 
•he.st prosecnition methods, 
and inform my office a.nd 
all e,nforcoir.c,nt agencies of 
the.se findings to keep every¬ 
one up to date on thc.se 
findings.” 

The special .nar o c t i c s 
group also will serve as a 
liai.son unit in improvi.ng 
communicatio.n and coopera¬ 
tion among the many agen¬ 
cies in Los A.ngeles County 
which arc enforcing narco- 


"Whilo more attention is 
bei.ng paid to this than ever 
before, I believe that our ef¬ 
forts are still not geared to 
the youthful audience we 
are trying to teach and the 
scope of the problem we 
face,” Busch said. 


Busch made the announce¬ 
ment Monday, November 29, 
at a drug abuse conference 
sponsored by the Commis¬ 
sion of the Californias, a 
body comprised of Mexican 
and California.n officials. 


“Greater innovative tech¬ 
niques and simply greater 
effort is needed if we are to 
make progre.ss,” ho added. 
He continued on this point 
by saying: 


The district attorney said 
the purpose of the .new .nar¬ 
cotics unit would be to de- 
wlop special pro.secut i o n 
methods and to keep cur¬ 
rent in analyzing the scope 
of the drug abuse pro-blem. 


“We really need to pre.ss 
the federal research efforts 
into tlie ill effects of mari¬ 
juana. I am convinced that 
young people are getting the 
message concern i ,n g the 
harmful aspects of pills, 
opiates a.nd LSD. 


He stressed that data 
gathered in the project 
would bo available to other 
law enforcemo,nt ago.ncies in 
Mexico and California. 


“But, frankly, wc have not 
developed a similar ca.se 
against marij.uana — a nd 
the young people know it. 
Pre.sumir.'g that such ill ef¬ 
fects ca.n bo determined by 
ro.search, this must be 
prc.ssed ahead so that the 
facts can be made part of 
the educational effort.” 


“Tliroiugh a careful analy¬ 
sis of the ca.ses that come 
through my office, I i.nte.nd 
to find out exactly what the 
narcotics problem is at this 
time,” Biisch said. 


“One of the problems — 
at both the state and federal 
levels — is that our statis¬ 
tical and' analytical infor¬ 
mation on the drug problem 
often comes a year or two 
after the problem emerges,” 
ho added. 

Busch cited as examples 
the virtual "e;pidemic” level 
of LSD a.nd da.ngerous drug- 
category pill use. Elabora¬ 
ting o.n this point, he said:

pendent people has created 
poltical regimes that cater to 
the ig.norant, unpropertied 
a.nd lawless. 

Tragically, the fed oral 
gover.r.'ment refuses to ac¬ 
knowledge these realities. 
Instead, liberals in the Con¬ 
gress and agencies such as 
HEW and HUD are deter- 
mi.neil to engage in block¬ 
busting o,iv a big scale. They 
want to force subur ban 
communities to accept fed¬ 
erally - .subsidized low - rent 
projects that the su-burba- 
nitps know will beco m e 
clusters of crime and di.sso- 
lute boliavior. News maga¬ 
zines such as "Newsweek” 
and "Time” endeavor to 
make .suburbanites appear 
as bigots wliereas the sub¬ 
urbanites simply want to 
maintain decxvnt communi¬ 
ties values and a safe en- 
viro.nmo.nt for the risi.ng gen¬ 
eration. 

It is time that resporusible 
Americans do some hard 
thinking about the future of 
thn cities and- propose bold 
solutions. One of the basic 
needs is to curb every tyiie 
of welfare and force depen¬ 
dent people to take jo-bs 
which arc available. Work¬ 
ing people also must acquire 
a new civic discipline. Ttiey 
must turn out to vote 
against politicians who cater 
to the dependent and law¬ 
less. 

Beyond that, the time has 
come to revise the structure 
of municipalities In the 
hands of the dependent, 
lawless elements. States give 
charters to cities, and states 
can take away or amend 
sucli charters. It seems like¬ 
ly that the long-range an¬ 
swer to the problem of a 
city such as New York lies 
i,n the area of increasing 
state control over municipal 
fiunctions. 

The ideal solution would 
be restoration of educational 
and property requirements 
for voting. Until that is poli¬ 
tically feasible, constructive 
efforts will have to fcx:us on 
exercise of stale over muni¬ 
cipal authority and tighte¬ 
ning of welfare laws. Hope¬ 
fully, a more coinservative 
Supreme Court will give the 
police greater latitude in ar¬ 
resting on suspicion and in 
dealing with various forms 
of disorderly condued. 

In summary, the imme¬ 
diate needs are protection 
for the suburbs and a crack¬ 
down on dependent elements 
in the inner cities. Those 
are the initial steps toward 
a decent standard of life and 
public order in metropolitan 
areas.
